‘The Fourteenth Annual Meeting of the English Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest was held in 
Trinity English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Lindstrom, 
Minnesota, beginning Wednesday, June 8, 1904, at 10:30

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Dear Brethren: 

Another year in the history of our synod is behind — 
‘us and we are once more assembled to review the past 
and lay plans and legislate for the future. But we do 
not only meet to legislate, to attend to the routine busi- 
ness which has accumulated and been arranged for our _ 
deliberations; we meet to strefigthen and encourage 
each other in the great work to which God has called © 
us as workers in His church. We come together from > 
our several parishes, scattered over three great states, 
that as brethren—ministers and laymen—having com- 
mon interests, laboring for one common end, the gath- 
ering and upbuilding of the church, we may rejoice 
together over the evidences of God’s blessing with 
which the work has been crowned. We meet also that 
we may sympathize with each other in the trials and 
sorrows which some may have been called upon to face, 
and to strengthen one another for continued effort in 
the extension of God’s kingdom on this vast territory. 
We need the stimulus of meeting together that we may 
be more thoroughly consecrated to our work, be stim- 
ulated to greater self-sacrifice and be strengthened to 
- meet whatever difficulties may lie in our path with re- 

newed courage and by God’s grace overcome them. 

The year just closed was fraught with blessings on 
the work throughout our synod. We have abundant 
reason for thanksgiving and praise to God for His 
goodness in blessing the feeble efforts of His servants 
whom He has called to labor in this section of His 
kingdom. 
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6. 
SURVEY OF THE WORK. 


In reviewing the past we find that there has been a 
general forward movement and we are considerably in 
_advance of where we were a year ago. There have no 
‘serious difficulties interfered with the progress of the 
work, peace and harmony seems to have prevailed in 
all our congregations. While some have for a while 
been indisposed no serious illness afflicted any of our 
pastors. The faithful preaching of the Word and 
administration of the Sacraments has been blessed in 
the ingathering of souls into the fold of Christ and in 
the strengthening of many in the faith, and in in- 
creased activity in the various departments of church 
work. With few exceptions, the reports from the sev- 
eral parishes are full of encouragement and hope. Ex- 
cepting the Pierce county, Wisconsin, parish, which 
has been vacant for a number of months and where — 
the outlook has been discouraging, and Trinity con- 
gregation, Duluth, where the want of a church build- 
ing prevents rapid development, the future is exceed- 
- ingly promising. Had we had the proper facilities to 
extend the work we could report still greater progress, 
but in spite of our limited means and inadequate work- 
ing force, “God has done great things for us whereof 
we are glad.” While I have endeavored to keep in 
touch with all our congregations by correspondence, I 
have visited St. James and Trinity, St. Paul; St. 
Mark’s, North St. Paul; St. Mark’s, Minneapolis; St. 
Paul’s, Red Wing, in Minnesota, and Holy Trinity, 
La Crosse; Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, and 
Grace, Kenosha, in Wisconsin. 
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PASTORAL CHANGES. 


A year ago I reported that the Rev. A. C. Peter- 
- son had been regularly dismissed to the Danish Luth- 
eran church in América. Later he informed me that 
he had not seen his way clear to unite with that body, 
and he returned to me his letter of dismissal and his 
name has been restored to the roll. 

On October 24, I was officially notified that Rev. 
_ A. C. Carty had resigned the Church of the Holy Trin- 
ity, La Crosse, Wis., to take charge of a congregation 
in Philadelphia, Pa. He was regularly dismissed to 
the Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium of eT 
nia and adjacent states. 

Early in December I was notified by Rev. J. J. 
Clemens that he had resigned the parish of Ellsworth 
and: River Falls, Wisconsin, and accepted a call to La 
Crosse, to which place he removed early in January. 

On the first Sunday in Advent the Rev. John 
_ Keehley of Elmira, New York, having been called by 
the Board of English Home Missions to St. Mark’s, © 
Minneapolis, entered upon his work in that parish. At 
the same time the Rev. A. C. Peterson, who had sup- 
_ plied St. Mark’s for several months, entered upon the 
work of supplying St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, to 
which he was subsequently called as pastor. 

Early in May I was notified by the Rev. A. Ram-— 

sey that he had resigned St. John’s, Minneapolis, and 


accepted a professorship in our Chicago Theological 
Seminary. 


‘VACANT CONGREGATIONS. 
On February 9, the Rev. J. M. Tise notified me 
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that he had resigned Trinity congregation, Duluth. 

He subsequently removed, leaving the congregation 
vacant. It was to be supplied by a student of the Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary, but the latest report shows 
it to be entirely uncared for. Reference has already 
been made to the vacancy of the Church of Our Sa- 
viour at Ellsworth, Wisconsin. This, together with 
the congregation at River Falls, formed a parish 
which, at one time, seemed very hopeful. The long 
and severe wintef precluded the holding of regular 
service at either place as both the town hall at Ells- 
worth and the. old church building at River Falls, 
could not be properly heated, but the Sunday schools 
were kept up. There is much discouragement among 
the people at both these points. The faithful ones at — 
both places need encouragement. Both places are cen- 
tral points for Western Wisconsin, and we dare not 
let the work drop. God has called us into that field 
and is tryiag our faith by permitting the present con- 
dition of apathy, and we would be untrue to our calling 
if we permitted the work to go by default for lack of 


special effort. It is for the synod to decide what is to 
be done. 


INSTALLATIONS. 
On July 5 the Rev. J. M. Tise was installed pastor 
of Holy Trinity church, Duluth, by the Rev. D, W. 
Michael. 
On July 11 the Rev. R. A. Helms was installed in 
the Goodhue and Cannon Falls parish at Goodhue,

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On January 17 I installed the Rev. J. J. Clemens

MISSION WORK. 


Some time during January I received a letter from 
Mr. August J. Johnson of Grand Marais, Minn., mak- 
ing an earnest appeal to send a pastor to that point, as 
_ there was a good opening for mission work. There is 
a church building at Maple Hill, some six miles from 
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Grand Marais, erected by Mr. Johnson, and a congre- 
gation. organized. At Grand Marais there is a Nor- 
wegian church with a very small congregation, but no 


English church whatever. The American population, 


composing a mixture of several creeds, desired English 
service and united to support the man we would send. 
The use of the Norwegian church was secured for serv- 
ice and fifty dollars a month was pledged toward the 
support of a minister. I promised to visit the field 
some time during the month of April, but owing to the 
late spring, navigation on Lake Superior did not open 
until the month of May, which prevented my going. 
Rey. D. W. Michael of Duluth would have gone in my 
stead, but was prevented by illness. Nevertheless Mr. 
H. F. Obenauf of the Chicago Theological Seminary 
was secured and is at work. It is sincerely hoped.that 
in a few months a congregation can be organized at 


Grand Marais. The congregation at Maple Hill will, 


in the near future, make application to unite with the 

_ My attention has been repeatedly called to the im- 
portance of beginning work at Mankato, Minn. ‘At a 
meeting of our Executive Committee in April it was 
resolved to begin work at that point, a friend of the 
cause kindly promising to aid in its support. The 
committee was encouraged to take up the field under 
the impression that the Western Field Secretary would 
spend some time in exploring the field and starting the 


work. Mr. A. M. Sappenfield of the Chicago Theolog- 


ical Seminary has been on the ground since the 21st 
of May, and the Field Secretary visited the place on 


_ June 7. Mr, Sappenfield met the four Lutheran pas- _ 
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tors—German, Swedish: and Norwegian—who are 


very much alarmed over the work and they frankly in- 
formed him that if the work was conten they would 
unite against it. 


-NEW CHURCHES. 


_ The progress of the work in the synod is evidenced 
by the number of new churches which have been built 
during the past few years. The last one added to the 
list is Grace church, Kenosha, Wis., which was dedi- 
cated on Feb. 21, 1904. This is the fifth church that 
was built during the past three years. | 

Trinity church, St. Paul, becoming inndidaais to 
accommodate its growing Sunday school, added a 
commodious addition which was dedicated on the 17th 


of April, 1904. Other building operations are in prog- 


ress, notably the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, 
which has added a large vestibule which becomes the 
main entrance to its building, giving it a more impos- 
ing and churchly appearance. Salem, Minneapolis is 


aiso building a new church to accommodate its grow~ 
ing congregation. It will be of blue limestone, of 


gothic architecture, and when completed will not only 
be an ornament to the section of the city in which it is 


located, but will be a credit to the Synod of the North-” 
west. The erection of the church—which when com- 


pleted will leave no debt on the congregation—was 
_made possible by the generosity of one of its members, 
the Hon. G. A. Smith, who has for yon been the 
treasurer of this body, | 
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_NEW CONGREGATIONS. 


_ On May 12 the Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
the Advent was organized at Cedarburg, Wis. The 
congregation numbers 22 communicant members and 
makes formal application to be received into this body. 
It is being supplied by a student from the Chicago. 


Theological Seminary. 


STATE OF CHURCHES. 


Favorable reports bisnee been received from most of 


our congregations. Owing to the illness of Rev. A, 


Remsey, being for a number of months incapacitated 


_ for work, the accessions to St. John’s church have-not 
_ been as large as for some previous years. Memorial, 


St. Paul, has been weeding out its communicant list 

on which the names of quite a number of lapsed mem- 
bers had been permitted to stand. This shows a de- 
crease in communicants, although over fifty new names 
have been added. The other St. Paul churches are 
making healthy progress. St. James has now its own 
church home, having purchased the building in which 


it has been worshipping. North St. Paul, which had 


been vacant for a long time, and the people greatly dis- 
couraged, has assumed a new lease of life since the ° 
advent of Pastor Peterson and is now making encour- 
aging progress. St. John’s, Duluth, after a long and 
serious struggle with a heavy debt is permitted to. 
breathe more freely and has become self-sustaining by 


the Board of Home Missions assuming the interest of 


the mortgage. The church in which we are assembled 
has been self-supporting from the beginning. The 
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progress of this congregation is evidencéd by the 
building in which we meet, in whose tower a new bell 

has recently been installed. Pastor Jensen has been 
exploring. some of the localities more or less remote 
from Lindstrom and has succeeded in inaugurating 


regular services at Sunrise, where a catechetical class 


has been organized and where a congregation will no 
doubt be gathered in the near future. The place is 
being visited every two weeks and the attendance iS 
very encouraging, | 
_ Another point recently sumed by Pastor Jensen 
is Stacy, on the N. P. R. R. Here a schoolhouse has 
been purchased which will be changed into a church in 
the near future. The outlook for successful work at . 
Stacy is good and it and Sunrise may, in the near "fu- : 
ture, become a parish. | 
St. Mark’s, Minneapolis, first ‘under the care of 
Pastor Peterson as supply, and since December under 
the care of Pastor Keehley, has made excellent prog- 
ress. This spring they paid off a floating debt of over 
$500.00, and the growth of the congregation and the 
Sunday school shows the importance of the work in 
that section of the city. St. Paul’s, Red Wing, is still 
advancing and is now one of the largest congrega- 
tions in that city; it is the second English church in 
- membership in Red Wing. The Goodhue and Cannon 
Falls parish is enjoying a healthy growth. At Can- 
non Falls a new church is in course of erection. 5t. 
Mark’s, Fargo, has contemplated an addition to their 
church building, but the progress of the work has been 
such that a new church seems a necessity in the near 
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dure: hence the contemplated repairs have been aban- 
doned owing to the wider outlook. | 


The churches in Wisconsin have upon the while ; 
had a prosperous year. The vacancy of several 
months at La Crosse retarded the work somewhat in 
that city so that the number of accéssions was small, 
but under the guidance of Pastor Clemens. good prog- 
ress is being made. The congregation has declared 
itself eo and it is about securing a parson- 

latteville, is still advancing. The church in 
which they hold service was leased for three years, 
after which time the congregation will no doubt secure 
its own church property. The congregation at Janes-— 
ville has secured a permanent pastor and is self-sup- 
porting from the start. Through the efforts of our 
Western Field Secretary, the Rev. A. C. Anda, a very 
good church building, centrally located, for our work 
has been purchased. This is of the greatest import- 
ance for the future growth of the congregation as 
many people will not unite ise a congregation wor- 
shiping in a hall. 


The Church of the Holy Communion at Racine, 


Wis., has made the most rapid progress of all the mis- 
sions founded by the synod. It is about to become 


self-sustaining, making the tenth self-supporting par- 
ish in our synod, where six years ago there were but 
two. The congregation has enjoyed such a rapid 
growth that the church building will soon be too small. 
Since the Grace Evangelical Lutheran congregation of 
Kenosha has moved into its new church the interest in 
the work has been greatly stimulated and the future is 
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very promising. In Milwaukee it is hoped that the 
mission Dr. Frick has been conducting for several 
years, will, in the near future, grow into an organized 

congregation. The substantial growth in the Church 
of the Redeemer is seen in the improvement of the 
church property as well as in the i increase of the mem- 
bership and the church attendance. 

But while the synod has enjoyed God's blessitig 

and we have abundant reasons for thanksgiving, there 
is nothing to boast of, as no one has done more than 
his duty. On account of local conditions there is 


sometimes a tendency to overlook the broader work of 


the synod to the injury of the cause in general as well 
as of the individual congregations. Sometimes con- 
gregations plead poverty as an excuse for not contrib- 
uling to the several objects of Christian beneficence as 
given in the parochial tables, and pastors fail to urge 
it, and to observe the various seasons for special offer- 
ings. This is all wrong and a decided injury to the 
_ individual congregation, and the pastor who submits 
to it is not faithful to his trust. Every mission is re- 
_ quired to contribute to the several objects of church 
beneficence and loyalty to the synod requires that the 
synodical objects and recommendations of the synod 
should not be ignored. The church, however poor, 
that does not give to missions, home and foreign, lacks 
spiritual life and will soon become fossilized. The 
giving church i is, as a rule, the living church. 


CONFERENCES. 


For the first time in the history of the synod have 
we had regularly organized conferences, and in conse- 
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quence a larger Executive Committee. I am sure that 
by this division of responsibility the work can be more 
efficiently carried on. | 


CHURCH EXTENSION. 


At our last convention in La Crosse, Wis., it was 


resolved that “the Executive Committee of synod con-— 


stitute a synodical Church Extension Society.” Dur- 
ing the year a friend of our synod handed a check for 
$100.00 to Rev. D. W. Michael of Duluth toward a 
synodical church extension fund. As some legal ques- 


_ tions are involved, no effort was made to have the sum | 
-imcreased, and the money was deposited in a bank in 


Duluth by Brother Michael. The Executive Com- 
mittee is not a corporation able to receive and hold 
property. A Church Extension Society must needs 
be incorporated before it can do business. At the 
meeting of our Executive Committee in April the mat- 
ter was discussed and I was instructed to get the opin- 
ion of Judge Holt as to whether a synod could be in- 
corporated and meet in different states. The answer 


is that under the laws of Minnesota it can be so incor- 


porated and can designate the Executive Committee 
to be its trustee at law. I would recommend that the 
Executive Committee be authorized to have the synod 


SYNODICAL MISSION WORK. 


I would again call special attention to our synodical 
mission work. Several years ago we hoped to have a 
synodical missionary under the direction of the Gen-— 
eral Council Home Mission Board, who would visit 
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the various towns on our territory, establish Sunday 
schools and organize congregations wherever there was 
an open door. Our hopes have not been realized. 
The past year has demonstrated more than ever before 
the importance of such a missionary. Cities, where © 
we could today have good congregations, have been 
occupied by others. Points like Ellsworth and River 
Falls, where such a man could have done noble work, 
have been obliged to suffer, and in many respects we 
are handicapped for want of just such a missionary. 
It is evident that, if we want a synodical missionary, 
we must, as a synod, provide for his support and he 
_ must be responsible to the synod alone. We have hith- 
erto been too dependent on the general Mission Board. 
We must learn to depend more on ourselves. Crutches 
are all right as long as a man has little strength in his — 
legs to walk, but the sooner they can be thrown aside 
the more rapidly strength will develop. Our synod is 
not too weak to support such a missionary if there is 
the willingness to do so. It is a matter of faith and 
earnest prayer, and God will incline the hearts to pro- 
vide the means. I know of a synod with but one-half 
the number of communicants we have, which has re- 
solved to support such a missionary and shall we have 
less courage and timidly shrink back from a plain | 
duty? Let it once be brought home to our congrega- 
tions that the synod has employed such a missionary 
and let them feel that they are responsible for his sup- — 
port, and I do not doubt the whole amount necessary 
can be raised without much difficulty. If in addi- 
tion to what has hitherto been raised for synodical 
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home missions, our people contribute twenty-five cents 
per communicant for this purpose, there will be ample 
to begin the work. An earnest, consecrated man, a 
man of prudence and zeal for Christ and the church 
could do wonders. Will the wre: stake up this im- 
portant work? 


THE LUTHERAN. 


Our official church paper should, if possible, be in z 
every family of the synod. Too many of our people 


content themselves with reading the secular news and 


the popular magazine literature, but seem to have no 
taste for devotional reading and the news of the church | 
as furnished from week to week in the Lutheran, which 
is decidedly the best periodical published in the Luth- 
eran church. Every pastor should make it his duty to 
have it circulated as largely as possible among his peo- 


THE CHICAGO THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The importance of this school of the prophets for 
our Western work is more and more in evidence from 
year to year. It has furnished nearly one-half of our 
pastors, and there are in addition three students work- 
ing on our territory during this summer. It deserves 
not only the earnest prayers and the heartiest support 
of our people, but an ample endowment fund so as to 
still further increase its efficiency. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


I now return to you the office with which you en- 
trusted me. By the grace of God I have endeavored 
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to do my duty to the best of my ability. . I wish here 
to thank all the brethren for their uniform kindness 
and readiness to co-operate in the work. Let us look 
into the future with hope and confidence and never 
grow weary in the work, whatever perplexities we 
may meet, knowing that if God be for us there is noth- 
ing to fear: And now, dear brethren, “Abide in Him, 
_ that when He shall appear, we may have confidence, 
and not be ashamed before Him at His coming.’? —

To the President and Members of the Synod of the Northwest, Greeting:— 


The Eastern Conference respectfully submits the following report: 

_ The Conference was organized during the synodical sessions at 
La Crossé, by the election of the undersigned officers. Two meetings 
were held during the year. The first was held in the Church of the 
Redeemer, Milwaukee, the mission at Cedarburg, Wis., and the Church 
of the Epiphany, Milwaukee, November 23-24, 1903. The second in 
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Grace Church, Kenosha, February 22-23, 1904, immediately following 
dedication of Grace Church. 
_ - The first meeting opened with a communion service in the Church 
of the Redeemer, Rev. G. F. Gehr preaching the sermon. At Cedar- 
burg the following subjects were discussed: 
1. Luther’s Small Catechism, a Treasury of Wisdom and Grace. 
2. The Church Book, a Treasury of Devotion. 
3. The Mission of the English Lutheran Church. 
At Milwaukee the subjects were: 
l. Experience with Adult Confirmation Classes. 
2. The Western Field Secretary’s Point of View. 


3. The Relation of Conference to Synod, the General Council, 


and the Chicago Theological Seminary. 
At Kenosha the program contained the following themes: 
1. The Sunday School, (a) Object, (5) Method. 
2, Hindrances to the Church’s Growth, (a) Within, (0) Without. 
3. The General Council, (a) History and Mission Work. 
(6) Men and Literature. | 
4. Chapter I. of ‘‘The Lutheran Pastor.’’ 
5. Our Home Mission Work, Plan and Prospect. 
Field Secretary Anda was present at both meetings. At Kenosha, 


Conference was honored by the presence of the President of Synod, who 


spoke on the History and Mission Work of the General Council. 
At the first meeting of Conference the following recommendation 


was submitted by the Committee on President’s Report and was adopted 


by Conference. 

‘‘Since Wisconsin is a political and social unit, and because of the 
vast territory lying between eastern and western Wisconsin which 
could be more easily developed if all congregations in the state were 
united in one Conference, we recommend that synod be requested so to 
change the boundary line between the Central andthe Eastern Conference 
that the latter shall include the entire State of Wisconsin.”’ 

The meetings were well attended and much interest was manifested. 

With the addition of the Church of the Advent, Cedarburg, Wis., 
there are six congregations in the Conference, each of which has a 
Sunday School and a Luther League. Our Synod’s strength in the 
State of Wisconsin to-day, is eight churches and two additional preach- 


ing points, with an aggregate of 1300 communicants, as over against 


one church with 218 communicants six years ago.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL COUNCIL. 


The twenty-ninth convention of the General Council of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church in North America was 
held in the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Holy Trinity, 
Norristown, Pa., October 8-13, 1903. : 

It was upon the whole the best attended and one of the 
most enthusiastic conventions that had been hitherto held. 
There was a spirit of unity and harmony pervading the 
whole meeting which showed that all realized that they were 
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brethren who were laboring together for one common cause, 
the upbuilding of God’s kingdom. There was not one dis- 
cordant note during the proceedings, Germans, Swedes and 
English realizing that the mission of the church can best be 
fulfilled by united effort. 


It was a matter of great satisfaction that the troubles 


which had existed on our Foreign Mission Field were all 
matters of the past, and in spite of ese there has been 
marked progress inthe work. 

_ The Board of Foreign Missions has secured the services 
of Rev. Dr. Harpster, from the General Synod, who is super- 
intendent of the work in India, and has succeeded in bringing 
- everything into good working order. One new missionary, 
the Rev. E. H. Trafford, was set apart for work in India. 


The report of the Board of German Home Missions 
showed that it is doing excellent work in the Northwest — 


Provinces and along the Pacific coast. : 
Mission work has been continued in Porto Rico, where 


anew church was built in Catano. The work is making 
healthy progress, but was: for want of more 


laborers. 


The report of the Board of English ee Missions 
showed that fifteen missions, and mission Sunday schools, | 


were added to the nineteen reported two years previous. 
A Field Secretary has been added to the working force. A 


plan for unification of the Home Mission work throughout 
the General Council was presented and discussed and then 


referred to a committee which should formulate a | plan to be 
laid before the several synods for action. 
Fraternal greetings were presented by Prof. Proehl, of 


the German Iowa Synod, by Dr. R. C. Holland, of the 


United Church of the South, and Dr. E. K. Bell, of the 
General Synod. These all voiced the spirit of unity in faith 
and harmony which existed between those bodies and the 
General Council. There was also a communication from 
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the Icelandic Synod, and one from the President of the 
German Iowa Synod. Official visitors were appointed to 
the General Synod, to the United Synod of the South, to 
the German Iowa Synod, to the Icelandic Synod, to the 
United Danish Synod, and to the Triennial meeting of the 
Lutheran General Conference to be held in Europe in 1904. 

A report was made with respect to a General Conference 
held in the week after Easter in 1902, in Philadelphia, by 


‘representatives of the General Council, General Synod, and 


the United Church of the South, showing that such confer- 
ences have been of very decided service and have ‘‘enabled 
those dissociated to learn to know each other.’’ The com- 
mittee was instructed to request the joint committee that the 
next General Conference be held at Pittsburg. It has since 
been held. A committee was again appointed to co-operate | 
with a similar committee from the other General sone to 


arrange for a future General Conference. 


Theses on divorce and marriage were presented by Dr. - 
H. E. Jacobs and were discussed in part, to be taken up at 
the next convention. The Publication Board reported that 
the business has had a steady growth, the volume of business 
for twenty-three months amounting to over $100,000.00. 

On Saturday afternoon the General Council made a 


_ pilgrimage to the Trapp, to visit the grave of the patriarch 


of our church in America, the Rev. H. M. Muhlenberg, D.D. 
A most interesting and impressive service was held in the | 
venerable building erected in 1743.
